His grandfather was editor of 
the Jamestown Journal for 55 
years, and his father founded 
The News-Journal at Wilmington 
In 1915.

The withdrawal of the 20.000 
troops from the Saigon region 
will end the American combat 
role in the 3rd Military Region. 
Only one brigade of American 
combat troops will remain in 
the region by May, about 5,000 
men, and their role will be one 
of providing security for U.S. in- 
sta Ll a Gone. 
The units being withdrawn 


from the 3rd Region arc the 
equivalent of more than a com­ 
bat division. They include two of 
the three brigade® of the U.S. 
1st Air Cavalry Division, the

ment, and the 2nd Brigade of 
the 25th Infantry Division. 
Two other brigades of the 25th 
Division and its headquarters 
were redeployed to Hawaii last 
year.

Many of the 400 assault and 
other helicopters of the 1st Air 
Cavalry Division will be turned 
over to the South Vietnamese, 
who arc hard pressed for com­ 
bat helicopters.

U.S. Jet Attacks Viet Red Missile Battery 


Grants Approved 


SAIGON (A P) - A U.S. f^ht- 
er-bombcr attacked an antiair­ 
craft missile site in North Viet­ 
nam Friday after the missile 
battery 
threatened 
American 
352 bombers, military spokes­ 
men announced today. They 
said no missiles were actually 
fired. 
Disclosure of the attack, the 
first reported raid over North 
Vietnam since Nov. 30, came 
while U.S. Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird was in Saigon 
for a four-day visit to South 
Vietnam. 
The attack took place 56 miles 


northwest of the Demilitarized 
Zone in tile Mu Gia Pass area, 
spokesmen said. 
They gave this account: 
The 
B52s 
were 
on 
raids 
against North Vietnamese sup­ 
ply routes miming southward 
through 
Laos just across the 
border and were being protect­ 
ed by F105 fighterbombers that 
carry Shrike air-to-ground mis­ 
siles. 
One F105 crossed into North 
Vietnam and fired 
two of the 
electronically controlled Shrike 
missiles at the site. A spokes- 


man for the U.S. Command said 
the results of the attack were 
not known. He said there was no 
damage to U.S. aircraft. 
Spokesmen said that although 
the North Vietnamese missile

TGE Hits 
County Hog 
Feeding Lots 


Transmissible 
Gastroeneritis 
(T.G.E.) had attacked many of 
Pickaway County’s hog lots the 
past few weeks. 
This is a highly infectious 
disease of the intestinal tract 
causing high losses of baby 
pigs. 
Due to the characteristic of 
this disease, it only hits during 
the winter months. This winter 
hog 
producers 
will 
have 
available a new vaccine to try 
and curb this disease problem. 
A special T.G.E. vaccine is 
manufactured in Des Moines, 
Iowa. 
It 
is 
available 
to 
veterinarians 
o n l y . 
Recent 
results look relatively good with 
this vaccine. In a test by the 
Veterianary Biologies Division, 
scientists found that 62 per cent 
of the pigs from vaccinated 
sows survived, in contrast to 
29 per cent survival from non- 
v a c c i n a t e d sows. Average 
weight of surviving pigs at six 
weeks was 17.2 pounds when the 
sow was vaccinated, and 14.9 
pounds when the sow was not 
vaccinated. 
• • » 
FARMERS may also do some 
things 
that 
might 
help 
to 
minimize the chance of bringing 
the disease to their farm. First 
of all, swine producers should 
not allow any visitors in their 
hog lots or buildings during the 
T.G.E. 
season. 
Bird conlrol 
practices will also do a lot for 
cutting down on this disease. 
S e v e r a l 
kinds 
of 
bird 
repellents have been tried, and 
the use of shotguns, automatic 
acetylene exploders, fireworks, 
as well as poisons. 
The early work in Ohio in­ 
volved the use of 3 per cent 
sodium fluoride bait material, 
that had varying degrees cf 
success.

I ingredient being 3-chloro p- 
toluidine hydrochloride, better 
known as Starlicide. A 10-lb 
package is reported to have 
enough ingredient to kill 20,000 
starlings. 
This materia] is pelleted, and 
it is to be mixed with other 
pellets of similar size, at the 
ratio of one to ten. 
Death loss shows up primarily 
at the roosting site of the 
starlings, as this 
material is 
slow-acting. Only a few will be 
found around the feedlot. It is 
important to place the bait 
where the birds can get to it 
easily. 
Its advantage is that it will 
control starlings and not the 
other birds that inhabit the 
feedlot, unless you want to 
control sparrows. Further in­ 
formation can be secured from 
the County Extension Office. 


Federal Court Jumps Into 
Controversy Over DDT Use 


WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
a sharp scolding of the Agricul­ 
ture Department, a U.S. appeals 
court has ordered the federal 
government to seek a complete 
ban on the pesticide DDT. The 
court also ruled the government 
had to hold public hearings be­ 
fore making administrative de­ 
cisions involving pesticide use. 
Deciding whether DDT’s ben­ 
efits outweigh its dangers as a 
poison may be a “delicate ques­ 
tion” the court said Thursday 
but it must be explored “in the 
full light of public hear! gs and 
not resolved behind the closed 
doors of the secretary.” 
The 
one 
dissenting 
judge, 
Roger Bobb, charged his two 
colleagues who wrote the major­ 
ity opinion were “undertaking 
to manage the Department of 
Agriculture.” 
The majority judges replied 


that “we stand on the threshold 
of a new era” in relations be­ 
tween 
administrative agencies 
and the courts—an era in which 
the courts must call the agen­ 
cies to account for their actions. 
The court put that principle to 
work by directing the govern­ 
ment to spell out standards for 
using Its discretion to suspend 
pesticide sales while cancella­ 
tion actions are under way. 
Although the decision cited 
actions artd policies of the Agri­ 
culture Department, it really 
'ell into the lap of the new Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Agency— 
EPA—which inherited pesticide 
regulations at 
its 
birth one 
month ago. 
Over the past three years the 
Agriculture Department issued 
ca: cenation notices on reg stra- 
tions of DDT for a wide variety 
of uses—on shade trees, tobac­ 
co some 50 vegetable crops, 


around the home and in bodies 
of water. 
But pesticide manufacturers 
could 
delay 
cancellation for 
months or years by appealing, 
while their products continue to 
be sold. 
DDT could be forced off the 
market immediately by sus­ 
pending the registrations while 
the lengthy cancellation process 
is held. 
Tho suit was filed here by citi­ 
zens groups after the Agricul­ 
ture Department placed under 
study a request to begin cancel­ 
lation procedures for all uses of 
DDT and did not respond to a 
petition to suspend DDT sales.

Social Security Answers 


Q — My husband died two 
months ago. We were both 
signed up for the medical in­ 
surance part of Medicare Not 
long afterwards I received a bill 
from his doctor and sent it in 
to the Medicare office. Later 
it came back with a form which 
said the bill couldn’t be paid 
Doesn’t Medicare pay for the 
bills of a patient who dies? 
A — Medicare does pay for 
the medical expenses of people 
who have died. However, the 
claim will have to be taken care 
of a little differently than when 
the patient is alive and can 
make his own claim. Along wPb 
the usual claim form, SSA-1490, 
you need a receipt that medical 
expenses have been paid and 
another form, SSA-1660, which 
explains the legal relationship 
of the person who is applying 
for payments due to someone 
who has died, such as: widow', 
c h i l d , 
administrator, 
etc. 
Another way that the matter 
can be taken care of would be 
for the doctor to apply for the 
payment directly where he is 
willing to accept assignment. 
Q — When my son finished 
high school two years ago, his 
social security checks stopped. 
He then decided to finish his 
military service before doing 
a n y t h i n g 
else. 
He 
was 
discharged from the service a 
few weeks ago and wants to 
go back to school. Can he go 
back to his social security 
payments after two years? It 
sure would help. 
A — As long as your son is 
under 22 and back hi school 
as a full-time student, he can 
r e c e i v e 
social 
security 
payments again. He will have 
to apply again to receive the 
payments. He should go to the 
admissions office of the school 
he hopes he can attend. It is 
very possible his first choices 
of schools will have their quotas 
of new students filled up, so 
he may have to call on several 
schools before he finds one that 
can accept him. The Social 
Security Office will check with 
the school at the beginning of 
the term to make sure he 


qualifies as a full-time student. 
Q — I had a heart attack 
two months ago and am at 
home recuperating. 
My em­ 
ployer has insurance that pays 
me $60 a week for 6 months 
when I am ill. I know there 
is a six-month waiting period 
for social security disability and 
the insurance takes care of that. 
Should I come in to see social 
security about disability after 
my other insurance stops? 
A — You should call the 
Social 
Security 
Office right 
away. While there is a six- 
month waiting period before 
s o c i a l 
security 
disability 
payments can start, this does 
not mean you must wait six 
months to apply. By applying 
right now, your claim should 
be all complete and the decision 
on disability made before the 
end of the six-month waitinf 
period. The first check then 
would 
arrive 
on 
time. 
A 
disabled worker or members of 
his family should call the Social 
Security Office as soon as it 
is clear that he won’t be 
returning to work for quite a 
while. This point in time may 
be a few days or several weeks | 
after 
the 
disability 
starts, 
depending upon the nature of I 
the illness.

Jail Survey 


Shows Many 


Await Trial 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A sur­ 
vey of the nation’s county and 
city jails, many of them old and 
creaky, shows more than half 
their inmates have not been 
convicted of a crime. 
The Justice Department study 
on March 15, 1970, revealed 42 
per cent of the inmates were 
serving time for crimes, 37 per 
cent had been arraigned and 
were awaiting trial and 17 per 
cent were awaiting arraignment 
or pickup by other authorities. 
More than one-fourth of the 
4,037 jails designed to hold pris- 
soners for at least 48 hours 
were 50 years old and six per 
cent were constructed more 
than a century ago. 
Among the nearly 161,000 pris­ 
oners surveyed, 7,800 were juve­ 
niles, the Justice Department 
said. 
About 85 per cent Of the jails 
lack recreational or educational 
facilities, according to the sur­ 
vey, while half have no medical 
facilities and one-fourth have no 
visiting facilities. 
The federal Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration says 
it will use information from the 
survey to work on improving 
the nation’s criminal justice 
system.

and a personal triumph in my 
own career as a statesman . .. 
We achieved, I would say, a 
spectacular

without 
having to fire a shot.” 
Just as the Soviet handling 
of the Francis Gary Powers 
release was timed to influence 
American 
politics, 
so 
the 
release of the prisoners’ names 
to Kennedy and Fulbright can 
have only a political meaning, 
The 
names 
themselves 
had 
previously been known 
from 
other sources. 
And 
in this 
matter Fulbright’s presence is 
mostly decorative. Hanoi was 
beaming a message directly to 
t h e 
American 
electorate, 
saying, “We want to deal with 
Kennedy, not Nrton. If you want 
those prisoners back, and if you 
wart us to talk to you, Kennedy 
is the man.” 
In evaluating this message, 
however, it is worth remem­ 
bering how successful John F. 
Kennedy actually was in dealing 
with Khrushchev at Vienna or 
over Cuba or over Laos.

Decline In Tuna 


Rampant South Viet Inflation Said Coming Under Control 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Fox! and Drug Administration 
say*-- there is not enough mercu­ 
ry 
most types of tuna to wor­ 
ry 
about 
but 
contamination 
probably will eliminate sword­ 
fish from the American diet. 
The PDA, reporting on a sur­ 
vey still under way, said Thurs­ 
day the nation's food supply ap­ 
pears free of significant mercu­ 
ry pollution, except for sword­ 
fish and some types of large- 
size tuna. 


“We've done a marketrbasket 
survey on a broad 
variety of 
foods and supplemented 
this 
with spot checks,” said Virgil 0. 
Wodicka. head of the FDA’s Bu 
reau of Foods. 
“So far the only problem 
we’ve found is fish,” he told 
a 
news briefing, but added that 
even there the pollution problem 
is not “critical enough for the 
housewife to worry about” 
The FDA reported last month 
that 89 per cont of all frozen 
swordfish 
samples 
contained 
mercury in excess of the federal 
limit—one-half 
part 
pollutant 
per million parts of flesh. 
The agency has found only 
large varieties of tuna—such as 
yellow fin and big eye—accumu­ 
late appreciable amounts of the 
metallic 
pollutant, 
which 
in 
large doses can damage the 
central nervous system and kid­ 
neys. 
Wodicka and other FDA offi­ 


cials disclosed follow-up testing 
has shown canned tuna is less 
tainted with mercury than origi­ 
nally believed. 
With almost half the nation’s 
canned tuna stocks examined, 
the percentage with more than 
the federal mercury limit is be­ 
tween I and 2 per cent, rather 
than the 23 per cent reported 
last month after a limited sam­ 
ple, the FDA said. 
Initial tests concentrated on 
suspect lots and were therefore 
biased in favor of positive re­ 
sults, Wodicka said. Also, recent 
tests on smaller size of tuna in­ 
dicate 
smaller, 
nondangerous 
levels of mercury, he said. 
FDA experts estimate IO per 
cent or less of all canned tuna 
will have excess mercury once 
testing is completed next week. 
“Ways are becoming appar­ 
ent for tuna to remain a part of 
the American diet,” said Rich­ 
ard L. Rank, head of the FDA’s 
mercury team. 
He mentioned 
the possibility of packaging only 
smaller varieties of the fish, 
such as some albacore and all 
skipjack. 
There are no small varieties 
of swordfish to rely on, Wodicka 
noted, making it likely that fish 
will disappear completely from 
the American diet because of 
unavoidable mercury pollution. 
Foods found free of unsafe 
mercury levels include poultry, 
eggs, flour, vegetables, fruits 
and shrimp.

Is value due to rapid inflation. 
The result, economists said, 
was a 30 per cert increase in 
bank deposits that took 5 billion 
p asters, or $42.4 million, out of 
circulation 
in less than four 
months. 
The remainder of the reform 
package was implemented in 
October including a partial de­ 
valuation of the piaster and a 
loosening of import licensing 
regulations. But while appear­ 
ing to encourage imports, the 
new rules required importers to 
post deposits of one to five 
times the value of their expect­ 
ed shipments. 
In two months, another 14 bi! 
lion piasters—or $118.6 million 
—left the market place. Off} 
cials say this more than offset 
the inflationary pressures of 
16 per cent wage increase given 
soldiers and civil servants. I

Campaign Expenditures, 
w hich is due to deliver Its find­ 
ings to Congress next week aft 
er probing charges of irregulari­ 
ties ta 15 races. At least one dis­ 
pute touches on another candi­ 
date’s D. C. committee. 
The $12,000 raised by the D. C. 
O’Neill Committee showed up as 
income cm a year-end report 
filed in the House by the regular 
O’Neill for Congress Committee.

Poll Shows 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Com * 
plaints by some people that 
“you can’t tell the girls from 
the boys any more” have a good 
deal of validity, a survey shows. 
Dorelle Heisd. an assistant 
fine arts professor at the Uni­ 
versity of Cincinnati, conducted 
a survey of 125 students in 1970 
and compared it to a similar 
study she made in 1965. The 
result, she said, was that “an 
end to rigid definitions of mas­ 
culine and feminine may wet] 
be in sight.” 
She said that she asked the 
students to rate 22 character­ 
istics, including those of dress 
mode and attitude, as “ mas­ 
culine,” “f e rn I ni n e” 
or 
“equal.” 
For example, 74 per cent of 
the students in 1965 considered 
wearing “tight clothes or bright 
colors” as “feminine.” In the 
latest survey, 72 per cent of the 
students rated such attire as 
“equal.” 
“Interest in athletics” was 
seen as a “masculine” trait by 
80 per cent of the 1965 students 
with only 17 per cent Labeling it 
“equal.” In 1970, it was viewed 
as “ masculine” by only 47 per 
cent and “equal” by 50 per 
cent. 
Despite an apparent lessening 
of strict definitions of masculine 
and feminine, a majority stu­ 
dents in both surveys said that 
members of each sex seem to 
feel “threatened” if one senses 
qualities in himself of the op­ 
posite sex.

Kelly Friday, Ruckelshaus said 
“ After thorough review of the 
Union Carbide proposal we have 
concluded that it is riot accepta­ 
ble.”

wrote, adding, “The Urtion Car­ 
bide plant is a major source of 
discharges which cause the air 
pollution problem.”

Test For Cancer Of Colon 


Said Fast, Easy, Accurate 


CORONADO, Calif. (AP) — A 
researcher says an inexpensive 
test to determine cancer of the 
colon should be given to every 
adult to curb the 54,000 deaths 
caused annually by the dis­ 
ease. 
“Although it is often curable 
by surgery, cancer of the colon 
kills more Americans each year 
than any other cancer except 
lung cancer,” Dr. David ll. 
Greegor said Thursday. 
Figures 
compiled 
by 
the 
American Cancer Society 
he 
said, indicate colonic c a n d r 
strikes 73,000 persons in this 
country 
each year and kills 
54,000 annually. 
“ Unlike lung cancer, which 
kills 59,000 persons each year,” 
Greegor said in an interview, 
“ early diagnosis of cancer of 
the 
colon 
and 
rectum often 
leads to cure.” 
An assistant clinical professor 
in medicine at Ohio State Uni­ 
versity, Greegor has spent more 
than five years in the develop­ 
ment of a test to enable physi­ 
cians to spot such cancerous 
growths. 
In a report prepared for the 
National Conference on Cancer 
of the Colon and Rectum today, 
Greegor said ol 900 patients he 
has tested 5 per cent showed 
positive reactions.

“A 
special developer is applied to 
each sample and if it turns blue 
it indicates there is intestinal 
bleeding.” 
Patients whose tests indicate 
hidden blood are called in for 
further examinations using such 
methods as barium 
enemas, 
Greegor said, adding that test 
materials cost less than $1 per 
patient. 
Ile said the tests are most ef­ 
fective following a special high 
residue diet which is meat-free, 
and urged the slide test for ear­ 
ly detection of the disease be 
given to every American adult.
